The R esult in the Four New States—.’Mon­ 
tana in Doubt. 
H elena (Mont.), October 3d.—The re­ 
turns from the counties in which the re­ 
sult is disputed have not come in to-day. 
The Republicans now estimate their ma­ 
jority for Governor at 100, while the Dem­ 
ocrats claim Toole's election by 400. Re­ 
turns from Silver Bow county, which 
elects eleven members of the Legislature, 
are still incomplete. 
The Democrats 
claim nine of these as sure and possibly 
all. The Republicans only concede six to 
the Democrats. 
The Republicans now claim only three 
majority on joint ballot in the Legislature, 
while the Democrats claim nine. 
H elena (Mont.), October 3d.—Carter, 
Republican candidate for Congress, is 
elected by twelve thousand majority. 
Toole, Democratic candidate for Governor, 
had one hundred majority over Power, but 
Fergus county gave Power two hundred 
and fifty majority. The returns are not 
yet completed, but it is believed Power 
will be elected. The Republicans it is be­ 
lieved from the latest indications, will get 
the Legislature, although the Democrats 
claim it. Ail the other Republicans on the 
State ticket have been elected. 
FROM WASHINGTON. 
T acoma, October 3d.—Thirty counties 
heard from give the Republican State 
ticket a majority of seven thousand five 
hundred. This will likely be increased to 
eight thousand. The Constitution has been 
adopted by seventeen thousand. 
The Woman Suffrage and Prohibition 
planks are defeated by the same vote. 
No city had a majority tor the State Cap­ 
ital so it remains ai Olympia until another 
election. The Republicans will have a 
majority of from thirty-five to forty on a 
joint ballot in the Legislature. 
NORTH DAKOTA. 
G rand F orks (N. D.), October 3d.—Pro­ 
hibition has carried, according to the latest 
returns, by about 500, though the vote is 
close. The result may be changed by the 
arrival of delayed returns, and the official 
count may be necessary to determine the 
result. Conservative estimates of Miller’s 
majority place it at 8.000, though 10,000 is 
claimed. 
The Republicans elect twenty Senators 
and forty-three members of the House. 
The Democrats elect five Senators and nine 
members ot the House. 
SOUTH DAKOTA. 
St. P aul, October 3d.— A special to the 
Fionecr Press from Pierre, S. D , says : The 
scene here to-night over the election of 
Pierre as the Capital bids fair to outrival 
that of last night. The town seems to 
have gone mad. No attempt is beffig made 
by the authorities to preserve order. A 
couple of bands of Cheyenne Indians are 
on the spot and add to the excitement. 
Although no disastrous accident occurred 
last night, it is feared things will not fare 
so welt to-night. 
No business of any kind was done here 
to-day, the people giving themselves up to 
celebrating and watching for more election 
news. 
H uron (S D ), October 3 3 —The majority 
for Mellette (Rep.) for Governor is placed 
at 12 000 by Chairman Hnntley of the Dem­ 
ocratic State Central Committee to-night. 
The Democrats claim to have elected 
twenty-three members of the Legislature. 
The majority tor prohibition reached 5,000. 
The minority representation is defeated.

A Colored W om an Claim s to Flave 3Iar- 
ried a W hite M an. 
B r o o k l y n , October 3d. — Thomas G. 
R'Kiweli died on June 30:h last at the age 
of 05 years, and hia will contained a codicil 
which was written on January 9. 1886, 
leaving his entire estate, valued at $50,000, 
to a colored woman whom he describes as 
Ella F. Crabuess, his "faiihful housekeep­ 
er.” This property consists of reai estate 
in Brooklyn, and in one of the houses 
mentioned in the will, namely the Navy- 
street residence, the colored beneficiary 
resides. 
It was here that Mr. Rod- 
well died, and his brother and sister re­ 
moved the body for burial against the pro­ 
test of Mrs. Crabnees, who declared that 
she was the wife of the dead man. 
The will does not substantiate the claim, 
but the dusky widow says that she has her 
marriage certificate, and she dres*es in 
black tor the purpose of showing her grief 
over her bereavement. She said that she 
married Mr. Orabness, who was a white 
man, in Virginia when the was a girl, and 
that both he and their only son are dead. 
She declared that she lived with him as his 
wife, and that he was a "first-class gentle­ 
man.” In her eyes he was equally court­ 
eous to rich and poor. 
“Before he came here to live with me,” 
she said, "he lived in Hanover place. That 
was before the blizzard. 
Then he put me 
in this house and came here to live. We 
were married in New York last December. 
I don’t remember the date; but I know it 
was by Rev. Stryker. 
It was on a week 
day. 1 have the marriage certificate, and 
that is good enough.”

C H IEF JUSTICE AVRIGHT. 
A Vigorous Effort B eing M ade to Secure 
His Rem oval. 
New York, October 3d.—A Washington 
special says ; For some time past a vigor­ 
ous effort has been made to procure the re­ 
moval of Chief Justice Wright, of Arizona, 
but no one could be found ready to put the 
complaint against him in proper shape. 
Formal charges, however, duly signed and 
sworn to, have at last reached Washington, 
and an investigation has been ordered. 
The principal accusation, it is said, is 
that the Chief Justice over-rode the laws of 
the Territory in several cases and has a 
way of imposing the penalty of banishment 
upon culprits in place of the punishments 
prescribed in the statute. It is not com­ 
plained that this practice has a wholesome 
influence upon the general morals of the 
community by ridding it of bad characters 
whose offenses are only inadequately pro­ 
vided for in the laws, but it is argued that 
a magistrate of the rank of Chief Justice is 
appointed to expound, not to amend, the 
system of jurisprudence.

W ashington, October 3d.—The delegates 
to the International American Congress 
were astir early to prepare for the long trip 
arranged for them by the Department of 
State.

THE SECRET AH Y’S ADDRESS. 


T h e Secretary of State of the United 
States made a very plain, direct and sug­ 
gestive speech to the Pan-American Con- 
giess on the occasion of its opening on 
Wednesday. He pointed out how it is 
possible for the American Nations to aug­ 
ment the grandeur of their nationality and 
the potency of their influence by the per­ 
manent establishment of relations of confi­ 
dence, respect and friendship. He showed, 
by a few concise expressions, that these 
nations can and ought to be more helpful to 
one another, and each find profit in enlarged 
intercourse with the others. But while he 
delicately alluded to the wisdom of more 
intimate commercial relations, in his re­ 
marks concerning political sympathies and 
a common peace, he struck the key-note of 
the purpose of the conference. Said Mr. 
Blaine: 
We believe th a t hearty co operation, based on 
h earty confidence w ill save all th e Am erican 
States from the burdens and evils w hich have 
so long and cruelly afflicted the older nations of 
th e world; we believe th at the spirit of justice, 
of common and equal interests betw een the 
Am erican Slates w ill leave no room for an arti­ 
ficial balance of power like unto th at which has 
led to wars abroad and drenched Europe in 
blood; we believe th at friendship, avow ed w ith 
candor and m aintained w ith good laith, will 
rem ove from Am ericau States th e necessity of 
guarding boundary liues betw een ihem selver 
w ith fortifications and a m ilitary force: we be­ 
lieve th a t standing arm ies beyond those tvhioh 
are needed for public order and for the safety of 
internal adm inistration should be unknow n on 
both Am erican continents; wc believe th at 
frienship and not force, a spirit of ju st law and 
not the violence of the mob, should be the rec­ 
ognized rule of adm inistration betw een Am eri­ 
cans in Am erican nations. 
There is nothing to be taken from, noth­ 
ing to be added to these suggestive words. 
They are full of meaning and we can well 
understand that they made a profound im­ 
pression on the listening delegates. They 
touch the very center of vitality in any 
possible understanding that may be arrived 
at between the nations; they mean more 
for the South and Central American States 
than for us. It is possible for them, by the 
aid of the United States, to arrive at 
such understanding that exhausting strife 
such as has periodically torn Europe; the 
jealousies of States and the ambitions 
of Kings, shall never be reflected in 
the generous rivalry of American States, 
bat one of which is a Kingdom, and that 
of so broad and liberal a form of monarchy 
as to be but a slight remove from free gov­ 
ernment. 


T he plucky woman, who in San Fran­ 
cisco pursued and collared a burglar, and 
on the open street held him until the tardy 
police relieved her, has set a fine example 
to other women. A little pluck and self­ 
possession are of high value in the case of 
a "huglar being discovered in one’s house. 
Certainly the coolness of the San Fran­ 
cisco woman and her resolution not to be 
robbed, were more than a match for the 
cunning and strength of the burglar. A 
New Y'ork woman this week has quite 
rivaled the San Francisco wife. 
While 
the latter caught and held her robber, the 
former finding a powerful fellow at her 
elbow with a revolver’s cold muzzle pressed 
to her temple and backed up by the de­ 
mand to hand over her money, sprang upon 
the man, who was twice her size, and 
shouting for help, attempted to detain him. 
The rascal, frightened by her attack, put 
up his pistol and fled, pursued through the 
streets by the courageous woman. These 
examples ought lo encourage women to 
fear burglars and robbers less, and fight 
them more. The average burglar does not 
like a noise and a difficulty; he is averse 
to assaulting a woman, and takes life only 
in rare cases. 
Discovered he will, seven 
times out of ten, flee—in short he relies 
for success mainly upon his victim’s fears, 
and the chance that the house-holder, if 
disturbed, will not resist him, but submit 
to be shorn ot his goods. 


T h e young man Yandelinde, who mar­ 
ried the beautiful and independent Miss 
Williams, and shortly after shot himself 
liecause he feared the wrath of his uncle 
when he learned of the marriage, was not 
the right sort of a husband for the young 
woman. She, it apjiears, is a ' sensible, ac­ 
complished and loving girl, who having 
some means of her own anil being won by 
Yandelinde, married him for love’s sake, 
and projiosed that they proceed to set up a 
home of their own. 
He had not the cour­ 
age to tell some of his relatives of the mar­ 
riage, though those nearest to him ap­ 
proved it, and when a sensational news­ 
paper got hold of the story and published 
it the youth locked himself up and blew 
out his brains. 
Men who are so lacking 
in moral courage as to sacrifice a wife such 
as Yandelinde had, to the fear of the 
wrath of relatives, is better out of the 
world than in it, so far as the world is con­ 
cerned, and the widow is to lie congratu­ 
lated in being rid of a coward.

e s t P o i n t (N. Y ), October 3 d —W est 
P oint to-day was the scene of im posing 
cerem onies, w hich are destined to become 
m em orable in its annals. 
T he visit o f the 
Intern atio n al A m erican Congress, and the 
unveiling of th e portraits of G ram , S heri­ 
dan and Sherm an, a present by George W . 
Childs, were the principal features. 
A special train containing th e delegates 
to the International A m erican Congress ar­ 
rived about 5 o’clock. 
Carriages aw aited 
the delegates, and they were driven to tne 
residence of Superintendent W ilson, w here 
a distinguished com pany had assem bled to 
welcom e them . 
T he boom ing of cannon announced the 
arrival at the post of th e distinguished 
guests. 
T he Secretary of W ar was th e first to 
alight from the carriage and step opon the 
veranda of the S uperin ten d en t’s quarters. 
H e was w arm ly greeted by G eneral S her­ 
m an, G eneral H orace Porter, G eneral Yan 
V liet, George W . Childs, W ayne M cVeagh, 
and the academ ic and m ilitary staffs of the 
post. 
T here w as an im m ense crow d of 
spectators congregated u n d er th e trees on 
th e edge of th e p lain . 
A battalion of 
cadets m arched in review before th e visit­ 
ors. 
T he m achine-like precision of their 
m ovem ent an d the soldierly appearance of 
th e cadets elicited from the foreigners 
m any com plim entary rem arks. 
T he battalion m arched to G rant H all, the 
crow d quickly follow ing, and in a tw in k ­ 
ling th e hall was jam m ed w ith people. 
A 
platform h ad been erected at th e no rth end 
of th e room , w here th e portraits of the 
three great G enerals—G rant, Sherm an and 
S heridan—h ung on th e wail, each veiled 
in a U nited States flag. 
T he exercises were opened w ith a prayer 
by th e C haplain of th e Post, R ev. Mr. 
Postletbw aite. 
T he 
S u perintendent 
th e n raised 
his 
h and, a tap of drum s follow ed and the 
flags fell from th e pictures and they stood 
revealed in all th eir beauty. 
T he battalion presented arm s, th e band 
played ‘ H ail, C olum bia,” and th e audience 
sprang to th eir feet an d cheered. 
G eneral H orace P o rter was th en in tro ­ 
duced and spoke as fo llo w s: 
It has been said th a t the only representatives 
of royalty recoguized in this land aie our m er­ 
chant princes. 
We are indebted for th e occas­ 
ion w hich briBgs us together to day to the 
princely act ol a public spirited and patriotic 
cUizen w ho has conferred upon the M ilitary 
Academ y souvenirs of h er three m ost distin­ 
guished graduates whose historic features have 
been transferred to canvas by the lim ner’s art. 
One dw elling in our m idst, two dw elling in our 
m em ories. 
One bearing the laurel upon a liv­ 
ing brow; two w earing the laurel intertw ined 
w ith the cypress. 
The history of th eir lives is 
the most b riliant chapter in the history of tbeir 
country. 
It 
savors m ore of rom ance th an 
reality; it is m ore like a fabled tale of ancient 
days th an the story of A m erican soldiers ol the 
nineteenth century. 
Most of the conspicuous characters in history 
have risen to prom inence by gradual steps, but 
the senior of the trium viiale, whose features are 
recalled to us to-day, cam e before the people 
w ith a sudden bound. 
Almost tbe first sight 
caught of him was in the blaze of his camp-fires 
and the flashes of his guns those w intry days 
and nights ¡n front of Douelson. 
From th at 
tim e u n til th e c osing trium ph at Appom attox 
th e great central figure oi the w ar was Ulysses 
S. Urant. 
As light and shade produce th e most 
attractive effects in a picture, so the singular 
contrasts, the straDge vicissitudes of his event­ 
ful life surround him w ith an interest w hich at­ 
taches to few characters in history. His rise 
from an obscure L ieutenant to the com m and ol 
the veteran arm ies of th e great Republic; his 
transition from a frontier post of the untrodden 
w est to the Executive m ansion of the nation; 
his sitting at one tim e in a little store in c,a- 
lena, not even know n to the Congressman from 
his dis rict; at another tim e striding through 
the palaces of the Old World, w ith the descend­ 
ants of a line of K ings rising and standing un ­ 
covered in his presence. 
These are some of the 
leatures of his m arvelous career w hich aDpeal 
to the im agination, excite m en’s wonder and 
fascinate all who m ake a study of his life. 
H e was created for great em ergencies. It was 
the very m agnitude of the tusk which called 
forth th e powers th a t m astered it. In ordinary 
m atters he was an ordinary m an; in m om entous 
affairs he towered as a giant. W hen perform ­ 
ing th e routine duties of a com pany post tiiere 
was no act to m ake him conspicuous aoove his 
fellow officers, but w hen he w ielded corps aud 
arm ies the great qualities of the com m ander 
flashed forth, and his m asterstrokes of geuius 
stam ped him as the foremost soldier of his age. 
W hen he hauled wood from his little farm aud 
sold it iu St. Louis his financiering was hardly 
equal to th a t of the sm all farm ers about him , 
but w hen a m essage was to be sent by a Presi­ 
dent to Congress that would puncture the falla­ 
cies ol the inflationists and throttle by a veto 
the attem pt of unw ise legislators to cripple the 
finances of the nation, a State paper was pro­ 
duced w hich has ever since com m anded the 
wonder aud adm iration of every believer in a 
sound currency. He was m ade for great things, 
not for little. He could collect fifteen m illions 
from Great Britain in settlem ent of the Alabam a 
claim s; he could not protect his own personal 
savings from the m iscreants who robbed him in 
W all street. 
If there is one word w hich describes better 
than any other the predom inating characteris­ 
tic of his nature, th a t word is loyalty. 
He was 
loyal to his friends, loyal to his fam ily, loyal lo 
his country and ioyal to his Uod. 
This trait 
naturally produced a reciprocal effect upon 
those who were brought into relations w ith him 
and was one of the chief reasons why m en be­ 
cam e so loyally attached to him . Many a pub­ 
lic m an has had troops of adherents who clung 
to him only for the patronage dispensed at his 
hauds, or being daz.zled by his power becam e 
blind partisans in a cause he represented, but 
perhaps no other m an th an General G rant ever 
had so m any personal friends who oved him 
tor his own sake, whose affection only strength- 
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encd w ith tim e, whose attachm ent never varied 
in its devotion w hether he was General or t resi­ 
dent or simply private citizen. 
Even th e valor of his m artial deeds was sur­ 
passed by the superb heroism he displayed 
w hen fell disease attacked him . when the hand 
w hich had seized th e surrendered swords of 
countless thousands was no longer able to re­ 
turn the pressure of a com rade's grasp, when 
he m et iu deatn the first enem y to whom he 
ever 
surrendered. 
But 
w ith 
him 
death 
brought etcrnai rest, aud he was i>ermitied to 
enjoy w hat he had pleaded for in behalf of 
others, for the Lord had let him have peace. 
T urn we now to G rant's im m ediate successor 
in the office o f General-in-Chief, his illustrious 
lieutenaut, w ith whom ne divided a field of 
m ilitary operations w hich covered half a con­ 
tinent, 
th e skillful strategist, the brilliant 
w riter, the com m ander whose orders stoke 
w ith the true bluntncss of the soldier, who 
fought from valley's depth to m ountain hight, 
who m arched from inlaud rivers to the sea— 
W illiam T. Sherm an. 
He has show n him self possessed of the high­ 
e r characteristics of the soldier 
Bold in con­ 
ception, self-reliant, dem onstrating by his acts 
th a t ' m uch danger m akes great hearts most 
resolute. " prom pt in decision, unshrinking un­ 
der grave responsibilities, fertile in resources, 
quick to adapt the m eans at hand to accom ­ 
plishm ent of nn end, possessing an intuitive 
knowledge o f topography, com bining the rest- 
le-sness of a Hotspur with the patience of a 
Fabius, unsw erving ia patrioiism , of unim ­ 
peachable personal character, of a physical 
constitution which enabled him to undergo 
every hardship Incident to an aciive cam paign 
it is no wonder th a t he has filled so large a 
m easure of mi itary greatness, that he stands 
in the front rank ol the w orld's great captains 
No nam e connected w ith the arm y inspires 
m ore genuine enthusiasm , appeals more to our 
sentim ents or m o.e excites our fancy than th at 
of the wizard of the battlefield, P hilip H. Sneri- 
dan. The personification of chivalry, the in­ 
carnation of baitle; cheering, threatening, in­ 
citing, beseeching, inspiring al! men by his 
acts, he ro in td his troops by deeds ot individ­ 
ual heroism unparalleled iu ihe historv of 
m odern warfare, and his iinconquetable col­ 
um ns rushed to victory w ith all the confidence 
of fm sar's T enth Legion. 
Generous w ith his 
life, gi ted w ith the ingenuity of a H annibal, 
tne dash of a Murat, the courage of a N'ev, the 
m sgnetion of his presence transform ed routed 
squadrons into charging colum ns and snatched 
v ctoiy from defeat. He preferred shot aud 
shell to flags of truce: he would rather lead 
forlorn h o jas than follow in th e wake of 
charges. 
H s standard rose above all others on the field; 
w herever blows fell thickest his crest was in 
their m idst, despite the daring valor ot the 
defense, opposing ranks went down before the 
fierceness of hi« onsets, never to rise igain- he 
pau-ed not until >he fold ot his banners waved 
anove tbe stronghold he had wrested from the 
foe. W hile t is ach cvem euts in actual battle 
eclipso, lij tb eir brillitD cy, the *irutegy mid 
grand tactics em ployed in his cam paigns, vet 
th e skid and boldness exhibited in moving 
leig* bodies of men into position entitle him 
perhaps, to as m uch credit as the m arvelous 
qualities he displayed in the iaee of the enemy'. 
B*ave sh e rid a o ! M ethiuks 1 see your silent 
clay again quickened into life, once more riding 
Kienzi through a tire of hell, leaping opposing 
earthw orks at a single hound, aud leaving no th ­ 
ing o! those who barred your way exc-pt the 
fragm ents scattered in your path. 
M atchless leader! H arbinger of viciory, we 
salute you Í 
As long as courage is talked of or heroic deeds 
are honored the e will rem slu green in the 
hearts of men tie u lism an te n o n e ot Sheridan. 
Nearly every great w ar has given birth to one 
great G en eral; Do other war than our own has 
produced three such em inent com m ander*. In 
th eir portraits future graduates w ill gaze upon 
the leatures of three soldiers who were her es, 
com rades, friends. As iron is welded in the 
heat of the forge, so was th eir friendship 
welded iu the h e -1 of bait er. 
With hearts un­ 
touched by jealousy, w ith sou's loo great for 
rivalry, they saved us from th e spectacle pre­ 
sento! by a M arius aud a S ails, a Ca sar aud a 
Pompe y, a Charles the F irst and a Cromwell. 
They p aced above all persona! ends the safety 
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of the State, and, like the m en in th e Rom an 
phalanx of old, stood shoulder to shoulder and 
linked th eir shields against a com m on toe. 
In this life little is learned from precept, 
som ething from experience, m uch from exam ­ 
ple. It is said th at for three hundred years after 
Thermopylae every school child in Greece was 
required each day to repeat from meooory the 
nam es of the three hundred im m ortal heroes 
w ho fell in th e defense of that pass. It would 
b e in itself a liberal education to the future de­ 
fenders of the Republic who bear diplom as 
lrom this historic spot, w here patriotism eariy 
found a stronghold and treason’s plots were 
baffled, if they could daily utter th e nam es and 
contem plate the exalted characters of the trio 
whose faces w ill henceforth look down upon 
them from the artist's canvas. As we gaze upon 
the features ot each odc of them we m ay fit­ 
tingly apply the words of Milton : 
“T hither shall all the valiant youth resort, 
And from his m em ory inflam e th eir breasts 
To m atchless valor.” 
The im perishable scroll on w hich th e record 
of th eir deeds is w ritten has been securely' 
lodged in tne highest niche of Fam e's tem óle. 
No one can pluck a single laurel from th eir 
brow; no m an can lessen the m easure of their 
renown. 
It is an auspicious circum stance w hich per­ 
m its these cerem onies to take place before so 
distinguished and influential a body as th at of 
the International Am erican Congress. 
The 
presence of its delegates upon this post dedicated 
to w ar is an augury th a t States m ay be saved 
w ithout the sword; th at henceforth our differ­ 
ences in the New World m ay be settled w ithout 
resorting to the ‘last argum ents of kings,” and 
th a t congresses, bearing in th eir hands the olive 
branch, w ill labor to avoid w ar, w hich waste a 
nation’s substance: to foster com m erce, which 
is a nation's life, and to preserve th at peace am i 
good-will w hich everyw here prevail am ongst 
m en. 
Three years ago there w as selected as Presi­ 
d ent oi your Board oi Visitors a citizen of P hila­ 
delphia, whose heart is as large as his purse and 
whose generosity dw ells in a land which knows 
no frontier—George W. Childs. 
His thoughtful­ 
ness prom pted his liberality to procure for the 
Academ y these gifts w hich are to grace its 
walls. 
The likeness of General G rant was executed 
by Mrs. Darragh, oi P hiladelphia. It was m ade 
from a photograph taken by G utekunst, of that 
city, io 1865, w hich Mrs. G rant and a num ber of 
the G eneral's friends considered the best of the 
m any pictures taken ol him just after the war. 
Representing him as he appeared nearly thirty- 
years ago, his leatures do not seem so fam iliar 
to those w ho saw him only in later years. Soon 
after this portrait h ad been placed upon the 
walls of w hat is know n as G rant H all, Mr. 
Childs requested General Sherm an and General 
Sheridan to perm it him to have th eir likenesses 
prepared, in order th at he m ight present them 
io the M ilitary Academv, and have them hung 
beside the illustrious chieftain who had passed 
from earth. Mrs. D arragh was com m issioned to 
execute both or these portraits. Iu the prepara­ 
tion ol General S herm an's picture h er chief 
guide was the fam ous portrait of him painted 
by H untington fifteen years ago. and her aim 
was to repre.-ent the G eneral as of th a t period. 
G eneral Sheridan sat for his portrait, and the 
sam e artist painted it from liie representing the 
G eneral as he appeared but a short tim e before 
his lam ented death. 
It now becomes m y agreeable duty, in the 
nam e of Mr. Childs, to present to you, as Super­ 
intendent of the M ilitary Academy, the portraits 
of three o f h er sons who have borne the highest 
m ilitary titles, as an offering from an u n ­ 
titled cUizen, who, in his living, has verified 
the adage th at the post of honor is the private 
station. 
His good works have m ade him honored in 
other lands, as w ell as this, w here his nam e is 
held in gratelul recollection by the m any who 
have been the recipients of his practical p h ilan ­ 
thropy. and not only the graduates of West 
Point, but the people at large, w ill, I am sure, 
m ake grateful acknow ledgm ent of the m eans 
he has taken, in those testim onials, to m anifest 
his appreciation of the M ilitary Academ y and 
th e three distinguished sons she trained to bat­ 
tle for the integrity of our common country. 
S u perintendent W ilson, in a short ad­ 
dress, accepted th e portraits, and the Secre­ 
tary of W ar m ade a few rem arks. 
G eneral Sherm an, w ho d arin g all these 
cerem onies had sat on the platform w ith 
folded hands and tear-dim m ed and dow n­ 
cast eyes, in response to m any calls was 
n e x t introduced. 
A s th e G eneral arose the 
assem blage broke forth in to wild cheeriDg. 
T he old w arrior’s rem ark s were few, but 
every w ord uttered was eagerly caught by 
his hearers. 
H e said it was by one of those strange 
appointed accidents of life th a t he was per­ 
m itted to be tbe sole survivor of w hat G en­ 
eral P orter had term ed th e "great trio of 
G enerals of th e late w ar.” 
“ I was older 
th an G rant or Sheridan. 
No three men 
ever lived on th is earth so different from 
each other as th e three m en w hose por­ 
traits you are looking at. 
T hey were dif­ 
ferent in all respects, save one, and th at 
was in th e devotion to th eir country. 
Of 
w hatever talents they possessed they were 
joined together in the true-hearted service 
of th eir country.” 
H is rem arks w ere m ainly addressed to 
th e cadets, advising them to love aDd serve 
th eir country, obey the law s and those in 
au th o rity over them . 
B y th e country, he 
said, he m eant th e w hole country—no 
political party. 
T his evening a reception was held at 
the headquarters of Colonel W ilson, Super­ 
in ten d en t of W est P oint, in honor of the 
In tern atio n al Delegates.

M. Cornelius, 
from Ihe text: Jer. 23-29—“ Is no t m y w ord 
like as a fire, saith th e Lord, and like a 
ham m er th at breaketh th e rock in pieces?” 
H e said : 
“ T he C hurch of God was bought w ith 
H is precious blood and no w eapon form ed 
against it will prosper. 
A nother im perish­ 
able thiDg is the w ord of God. 
Not one 
jot or tittle of it shall pass aw ay. 
W e ought 
to be fam iliar w ith it, appreciate it, study 
it, use it so God m ay be glorified and show 
its results in our life. 
W hen we cast our 
eye dow n th ro u g h th e ages of the past we 
see how grandly the w ord has m ade its 
triu m p h al m arch through the ages. 
H ad 
it not been divine it would have perished 
from th e earth long ago, bu t it is as 
fresh as if God spoke it bu t yesterday. 
Its m ission 
is bound up in one little 
word, ‘to save.’ 
W hen C hrist sent out 
H is Disciples H e gave bu t one com m is­ 
sion, ‘Go, preach th e gospel.’ 
It is God's 
ow n instrum ent, but it is in earthen ves­ 
sels. 
Sim ply telling the story of the gospel 
is God’s plan to save—‘By th e foolishness 
of preaching.’ 
T he W ord of God is H is 
chosen in stru m en t to conquer and subdue 
ail things opposed to the com ing of H is 
K ingdom .

SCHOOL MATTERS. 


T h e B o a rd o f E d u ca tio n F o rm a lly A c ­ 
c ep ts th e N ew B u ild in g . 
A special m eeting of th e City B oard of 
E ducation was called last evening for the 
purpose of accepting th e new school b u ild ­ 
ing a t T w enty first an d L streets. 
A ll the 
m em bers were present excepting D irector 
D avis. 
D irector Skelton, C hairm an of the Com­ 
m ittee on B uildings and R epairs, reported 
th a t he h ad visited and inspected the 
building, and th a t it was in readiness for 
acceptance. 
H e m oved th a t th e building 
be accepted. 
T he m otion was carried nnanim ously. 
E . A . Bovyer, th e contractor, was present 
and subm itted receipts from all th e sub­ 
contractors, show ing th at there rem ained 
no unpaid claim s against th e building. 
D irector H opley m oved th at th e balance 
due on th e contract, $3,844, be paid to M r. 
Bovyer. 
D irector T ufts m oved to am end by pro­ 
viding th a t $25 per day be deducted for 
such tim e as the building rem ained u n ­ 
finished beyond th e sixty days provided in 
th e contract. 
Chai ■•man Todd said th at Mr. B ovyer had 
done the Board a favor in com pleting the 
building w ithin the tim e he did, an d he 
did n ot th in k th at th e $25 per day penalty 
should be exacted for the two or three day’s 
over the tim e. 
Several of the D irectors claim ed th a t th e 
building was really com pleted w ith in the 
contract tim e, b ut th at a few finishing 
touches only had been pu t on since. 
T he roll was called on D irector H opley’s 
m otion, w ith the follow ing re s u lt: 
Ayes—Todd, Skelton, M artin, H opley, 
Senatz, C hipm an.

ants claim th at the portion of the tw o lots 
wh ich was in th eir possession was not g ran t­ 
ed by tb e patent, being reserved or excepted 
out of its operation by reason of the fact, 
by them alleged, th at it contained a gold- 
bearing quartz m ine, th e existence of w hich 
was know n at or before the date of the 
patent, and w hich has since th a t date been 
located by them in pursuance of th e m in ­ 
ing law s of the U nited States. 
Plaintiffs 
had judgm ent, from w hich, and an order 
denying a new trial, d eftndam s appealed, 
T be S uprem e C ourt affirm s the juuginent. 
R ichards et al. (respondents) vs. Dow er 
et al. T his is an action by the sam e p lain t­ 
iffs sg iin st th e sam e defendants above 
m entioned. 
T he su it is to quiet the title to 
th e sam e lots in controversy in the other 
action, and to enjoin the defendants from 
trespassing the.eo n . 
T he defendants ap­ 
peal, and the Suprem e Court affirm s the 
ju d g m en t of the low er Court.

T h rea ten T a r -a n d -F ea th ers. 


A couple of days ago two gentlemen, one 
of them an Italian, called upon District 
A ttorney Bruner, and told him a story that 
fairly chilled the blood in his veins. 
Both gentlemen stated that they lived in 
the vicinity of the 1 talian vegetable gardens, 
about a quarter of a mile beyond Thirty* 
first street, on J. One of their neighbors is 
A. Pagni, an Italian who is employed as a 
team ster in hauling gravel to the Capitol 
grounds. Pagni lives in a comfortable lit­ 
tle cottage w ith his wife and three little 
children. 
H is aged m other also lives w ith him — 
but not in the cottage. 
The poor old woman, who is nearly 60 
years of age, is forced to exist the best way 
she can in an old tumble-down outhouse, 
some 200 yards from the family cottage. 
The outhouse is about seven feet wide 
by twelve feet long, is devoid of any 
plastering or shelter from the wind and 
rain, which penetrates through the gaping 
cracks at will. She is perm itted no com­ 
m unication w ith the family whatever, and 
when she is hungry Bhe has to crawl to the 
house and beg it from her unnatural son or 
his household. Then what food is given 
her is usually the scraps left at the fam ily’s 
table, and that is thrown to her like a dog. 
Several times, the gentlemen said, Pagni 
and his wife have been seen to beat the 
poor old mother, and for days they have 
deprived her of food. 
The neighbors have for the past six 
m onths fed her and clothed her. The poor 
creature could not speak the English lan­ 
guage, but woald make ner way to a neigh­ 
bor’s house, and hold out her hands and 
point to her m outh piteously. 
So greatly incensed became the neigh­ 
bors, especially Pagni’s own countrymen, 
that they held a consultation and agreed to 
lay the m atter before the authorities, and if 
the law could not reach the brutal son, they 
would take the m atter in their own hands 
and tar-and-feather him . 
The tale was so terrible as detailed by the 
two neighbors that the District Attorney 
was incredulous. 
"T hat's just why we w ant you to investi­ 
gate,” said one ol the gentlemen, "go and 
see for yourself, and you will find that it 
is even more horrible than we have stated 
it.” 
Mr. Bruner was so busily engaged in the 
AVoodson rape case in the Superior Court 
that he could not spare a day for an inves­ 
tigation. Being anxious, however, to sift 
the m atter as soon as possible, he concluded 
to devote last night to the matter. 


T H E P R E M IS E S V IS IT E D . 
The R ecord-Union became possessed of 
information regarding the matter, too, and 
a reporter was detailed to accompany the 
District Attorney. A hack was chartered, 
and the two started for the vegetable gar­ 
dens. 
On the way out Jonathan C. Churchman, 
a very genial young gentleman, who was 
also familiar with Pagni’s brutal treatm ent 
of his poor old mother, was met, and after 
some hesitation consented to 
join the 
party. H e confirmed the statem ents of the 
two gentlemen 
who 
had 
visited Mr.

The first stop was made at the cottage of 
G. Aleksa, a gardener, who lives a short 
distance from P ajni. 
Aleksa and his 
family were about to retire, but when the 
D istrict Attorney stated his business he 
readily consented to talk. 
“ Well, gentlemen,” said he, after in ­ 
viting the party to be seated in his house, 
"I don’t like to be m ixed up in an affair of 
this kind, but the truth is, it has gone so 
far that I can’t watch it in silence any 
longer. 
W hy, I would not treat a dog the 
way he treats his poor old mother. I have 
been living here now sixteen months, but 
they have been here much longer. During 
the tim e I have been here he has been 
most brutal to her. 
She came to me one 
day shortly after I moved here, and told 
me that she had been put out of the house, 
and had to take whatever they wanted to 
give her—and that was, as a rule, dry 
bread, which the poor old woman could 
not eat because she had no teeth. She said 
she was willing to sleep in the shed if they 
would only bring her food, and give her a 
stove to keep her warm in winter. 
But 
this they refused to do, and would not feed 
her either. 
I told her to come over to my 
house when she was hungTy and I would 
feed her. She said she was afraid he would 
kill her, but afterwards when he would be 
away she did come over to get something 
to eat. 
I have often seen her kicked out of 
the house, and she would 


L IE IN T H E Y A RD 
Crying like a child, but nobody would 
come out to console her. All the people 
living around here can tell you the same 
as I have told you, and m any of them have 
seen even worse. I am an Italian and. of 
course, can converse with her, and being a 
near neighbor, and having been kind to 
her, she has told me a great deal. 
From 
w hat I can make out of the whole matter, 
it appears that Pagni’s wife hates the old 
woman, too, and between them they are 
either frying to starve her to death, or 
bring about her death by exposure. The 
wife says she is an old hag, and not fit to 
be allowed to live in the house with the 
fam ily.” 
Before the party left Aleksa entreated 
that they see some more of the neighbors 
so that his assertions m ight be corrobor­ 
ated. 
“ Oh, don't worry about that,” replied 
Mr. Bruner, " I'm going to sift this thing 
to the bottom. It’s horrible, sir, horrible !” 
and the official shuddered visibly as he 
bade the man good night. 


A N O T H E R SH O C K IN G R E C IT A L . 
Aieksa had mentioned a well-known an 1 
influential Italian gentlem an—P. A. Oal- 
gani. who keeps a grocery-store on the cor­ 
ner of Eighteenth and M streets—as being 
familiar with the matter, and the back- 
driver was directed to head for that place. 
“ Ugh 1” exclaimed Gaigani, holding up 
his hands and closing his eyes as if to shut 
out the terrible picture which rose before 
him . when the District Attorney m en­ 
tioned P a iir.

GabriAmi, a gar­ 
dener, living near Pagni, ttdls me that his 
wife has been m aking dresses for her right 
along. She took pity on her when she saw 
her naked condition. But, even then, the 
poor creature was afraid to take the dresses 
for fear that her son would kill her. Un­ 
less she begs tor food, she has to starve, 
and when they do give her food they throw 
it to her like you would to a dog. 
Both 
Pagni and his wife have beaten her. W hile 
I was investigating it. the old lady showed 
me her bruised flesh and also a dress which 
had been torn while they were whipping 
her. 
I tell you, gentlemen, unless some­ 
thing is done pretty quick the people out 
there will go Rfter him , and God knows 
when they will quit,” 
Betore the party left Mr. Gaigani once 
more 
reminded 
the District Attorney 
that it was the Italian colony which in­ 
tended to push the prosecution of Pagni. 
They did not wish to shoulder any of the 
disgrace because Pagni happened to be an 
Italian. 
The back next rolled out to the vegeta­ 
b l e gardens «train, and the party held a 
'w hispered consultation. The reporter sug­ 
gested that Pagni be interviewed next, and 
that he be requested to show the party 
where his m other was kept. 
Mr. Churchman suggested that Aleksa be 
again called, as his eervices m ight be 
wanted as an interpreter. 
“ No, b o ,” said Mr. Brnner. “ We m ust 
see the m other first, by all means. Pagni 
will give us no satisfaction. I am afraid.” 
A call was then made upon Pagni’s near­ 
est neighbor, a Mr. Moseley. As had been 
anticipated, the Moseleys were as vehe­ 
m ent in their denunciation of Pagni’s 
fiendish brutality toward iiis m other as 
were the other neighbors. Mrs. Moseley, 


who is a very pleasant aud estimable lady, 
stated that she bad time and tim e again 
fed the poor old m other. The old lady 
would come to her door aud beg piteously 
for something to eat. 


T H E O LD W OM A N FO U N D . 
Mrs. Moseley readily agreed to escort Mr. 
Bruner and bis companions to the shed 
in which the old lady was kept. A large 
open field was crossed, and a Darbed-wire 
fence penetrated, and then the shed was 
pointed to. It looked like a dog-kennel, it 
was so sm all and cramped-looking. After 
considerable searching, what was m eant 
for a door was found, and Mr. Bruner 
knocked upon it. 
A groan was heard and then a voice, 
that was scarcely audible, called out in 
Italian. 
“ W ho’s there?” 
“ It’s I, open the door,” responded Mrs. 
Moseley. 
Tbe kind and fam iliar voice bad its effect 
and the door was quickly opened. An at­ 
tem pt was made to carry "on a conversation 
but it was a failure, for the reason that no 
one in the party could speak Italian.

B ut—,” and the poor old 
woman stopped to wipe away the tears 
which were coursing down her cheeks— 
“he is m y son, and I m ust noi tell too 
m uch.” 
The big-hearted District Attorney gulped 
down a big lum p which had risen in his 
throat and bowed silently, and motioned 
to his companions that’ he had heard 
enough. 
“H orrible!” 
he ejaculated when he 
emerged from the shea. 
No one replied. 
They were all too busy with thoughts, 
wondering how a hum an being—a son— 
could be such a brute. 


T H E E R D T E H IM S E L F . 
“Now for rag n i,” said Mr. Bruner, after 
they had walked back to where the hack 
stood waiting for them . 
“ H e fives right there,” said Churchman, 
pointing to a neat little cottage on the 
south side of the road. 
Pagni was sum moned to the front gate, 
and the District Attorney exnlained to him 
the object of his visit. 
Pagni at once assumed a defiant attitude, 
and began tc curse in his native tongue.

, I w on't have 
it.” 
“ Do you feed her when she is hungry ?" 
asked Mr. Bruner, mildly. 
“ Yes, when she comes and asks me for 
it.” 
“ W ell,” said tbe District Attorney, “ do 
you think that is the way for a sou to treat 
his mother ?” 
“ Yes, w h en -his m other is s u c h a ----- 
old thing. 
When she wants to eat let her 
come to me. If she don’t, why I don’t 
care.” 
Pagni continued to abuse his m other for 
some time, and theu wanted to know who 
had reported the m atter to the District A t­ 
torney,but receiving no satisfaction from 
that official he began another tirade, and 
said his enemies were to blame for it. 
The party left him in the m idst of his 
faming, and were driven into the city, dis­ 
gusted with w hat they had seen and beard. 
The District Attorney will look into the 
m atter further, and see what can be done. 


DROP A NICKLE. 


T h e N ew E le c tr ic F a re B o x on th e C en­ 
tra l S treet B a ilw a y . 
Messrs. Alsip and Lewis, ot the Central 
Street Railway Company, are determined 
to have the latest im provem ents in the fine 
of attachm ents for street cars, and to that 
end they have concluded to equip each of 
their handsome cars with a novel electric 
fare box, m anufactured by the Electric 
Fare Box Company of Nashville, Tennes­ 
see. One of these new boxes has arrived, 
and was placed on a car last evening. It 
works like a charm, and being the first of 
the kind introduced in California, will no 
doubt be viewed with interest by passen­ 
gers. The box is a n e tt affair, 221 inches 
in length and 8 inches in width. The wood­ 
work is ef walnut, and the m ountings are 
nickle plated. The greater portion of the 
box. however, is glass, and arrangements 
have been so perfected tor cleaning tbe 
glass that auy of the interior parts can be 
removed by unlocking tbe top. 
W hen a piece of money (tbe exact value 
of course) is dropped in the slot at the top 
of the box, it falls midway down to a trap. 
The instant the money touches this a small 
electric light appears in the box to light it, 
and an electric bell also commences ring­ 
ing, indicating to the driver that a fare has 
been paid. After seeing that the fare is 
correct, tbe driver pulls a lever and sim ul­ 
taneously the fare tails down, the bell stops 
ringing and the light is extinguished. The 
money falls into another trap below the 
m iddle one and can then be turned into the 
box at the bottom at the driver’s will. 
Near the top of the box is an indicator 
which tells just how m any fares have been 
put in. Every tim e the driver lowers a 
fare the indicator moves one notch. 
The electric fight is supplied from a 
sm all battery under the front seat. 
The 
light is switched out in the davtime. By­ 
pressing a button on the box a bell rings to 
rem ind a forgetful passenger that he has 
n t paid hi3 tare. 
T hecost of the whole apparatus is $50. In 
du 1 seasons the conductors will be done 
away with and the box substituted. 


‘ CALIFORNIA ON WHEELS." 


P rep a ra tio n s for tlie N ext T rip O ver tlie 
C on tin en t. 
The three new “California on W heels” 
cars are being rapidly pushed to comple­ 
tion at the railroad shops. They are now 
in the hands of the painters, and it is 
thought that they will be in readiness for 
the exhibits in about three weeks. 
A circular has been issued by the State 
Board of Trade, callirg upon all affiliated 
organizations to furnish exhibits for the 
new cars, which will leave San Francisco 
about November 15th. The first car will 
be occupied by fruits, vegetables, cereals, 
etc., and the second car by wines, minerals 
and woods. It wifi be the endeavor of the 
Board to have every locality of the State 
represented. 
Major J. B. Lauck will represent the 
Southern Pacific Company on the new 
“California on W heels,” and Joseph Mc­ 
Donald will be the representative of the 
State Board of Trade. Gavin D. H igh, one 
of the most energetic newspaper reporters 
in San Francisco, and who has for several 
years been connected with the R eport of 
that city, will accompany the exhibit as 
advance press agent. Edgar Price, who 
was so successful in this capacity during 
the last trip, declined to go again this year 
on account of his health. The other ap­ 
pointm ents have not yet been made. 
Major Lanck is now connected w ith the 
passenger departm ent of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company, and before his present em ­ 
ploym ent was a conductor. Mr. McDonald, 
the Board’s representative, accompanied 
the exhibit last year and is well known 
throughout the United 8tates. 
There is no need to dwell upon the im ­ 
portance of every county beiDg well rep­ 
resented in the new exhibit on wheels. 
Nearly every one is fam iliar with the 
workings and achievements of the State 
Board and its tributary branches, and no 
argum ent is necessary to convince the peo­ 
ple of this county of the effective work 
which has been done by the local Board 
since its establishment. 
Therefore Sacra­ 
mento should not be behind with an ex­ 
hibit.

ney was visibly affected by the letter. She 
told the Chief that she was sick, having a 
touch of malaria, and wanted to go some­ 
where to be taken care of. 8he solemnly 
promised that if the Chief would send her 
to the County Hospital she would forever 
Oast off her old ways, and endeavor to gain 
a living by honorable means. She was 
taken at her word, and on yesterday, in the 
Police Court, Judge Buckley sentenced her 
to ninety days in the County Jail for vag­ 
rancy, but ordered the com m itm ent w ith­ 
held, that the girl m ight be allowed to go 
to the hospital.
